Medicines and physicians are for­ 
bidden, and their only treatment for 
disease consists of prayer aud anoint­ 
ing the bodv with oil. 
Officials of the state of New Jersey 
say that if any one dies after such 
treatm ent those concerned are guilty 
of criminal negligence and indictable 
tor manslaughter. 
The community is managed on the 
cooperative plan, no one 
receiving 
wages for work, and all supplies go­ 
ing into a common fund, the men and 
women sharing the. work on an equal 
basis. 
Converts are kept in a high state of 
religious excitement by a conglomera­ 
tion of Biblical text, sophistry, and 
slang, and talk of modem saints aud 
m iracles. 
Seeking to live according to Bibli- 
cai Injunction, I hey work themselves 
into a frenzy, march, dance, aud leap 
high in the air, hence their name.

A member of the community has a1-1 
ready been taken to the Somerset 
County Insane Asylum suffering from 
religious mania.

Conflict with State's Laws. 


These methods of treating disease 


are in direct conflict with the laws of 
New Jersey. When a person dies In 
Weston the fact must be reported to 
Dr. William C. Long of Somervllle, 
county physician of Somerset county, 
In, which the settlement is located. A 
failure to do so is punishable with a 
fine of $500. The county physician 
must investigate the cause of death, 
and if hft finds it waa due to neglect, 
abuse, or violence, he refers the case 
to one of the coroners of the county.

The children have special services

They also have "praise serv- 
ices" distinct from those of their eld- 
ers. They range In age from babyhood 
to 10 or 12 years. "In the school term" 
ono of the Jumpers explained, "we 
also teach them In secular knowledge,
